PITCHING INTO PEEL. 


THE SPEAKER’S DECISIONS SHARPLY CRITI- 
CISED IN PARLIAMENTARY CIRCLES. 


Gladstone to Call the Attention ef the House 
of Commons to the Dilion Incident—The 
Debate on the Foreign PFolicy—Changing 
the Papal Nuncios—The Traversers’ In- 
demnity Fund—The Franco-German Sit- 
uation—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 19.—In last night’s de- 
bate, introduced by Labouchere.on the foreign 
policy, the view taken of the blue- book on the 
Eastern question by himself, Bryce and Har- 
court was precisely that of my dispatch at the 
time of Salisbury’s Guiidhall speech. The 
general attitude was very severely and justly 
censured. Bryco said the Government had 
been under the impression that there was a 
deep-rooted hostility between this country and 
Russia. This impression was entirely un- 
founded. We had no interest in going alone 
into the struggle, or with Austria as 
our ally. The Government knew per- 
fectly well that the people of this 
country would not sanction it. Harcourt, 
with equal emphasis, said, ‘‘Supposing Aus- 
tria had come to an issue with Russia, wé 
should have beeninthe position of having 
induced Austria to put herself in great peril. 
If you had attempted to give effect to the 
Guildhall speech, you would not have re- 
mained the Government of England for twen- 
ty-four hours.’’ 

SMITH’S REPLY. 

In consequence of the strong feeling evi- 
dently actuating the House, Smith spoke 
probably more strongly than he intendea. 
He completely disavowed Salisbury’s policy 
and said, ‘‘It was no part ofthe policy of he 
Majesty’s Government to involve the country 
in foreign difficulties for the sake of any price. 
It would beablot upon the history of her 
Majesty’s glorious reign, if they were to in- 
volve this country in difficulties, where 
neither her interests nor obligations were 
concerned.’’ 

THE DILLON INCIDENT. 

The feeling against the Speaker on account 
of his recent decisions about Dillon has 
grown rapidly during the last twenty-four 
hours. This is a most significant sign of the 
democratising of English institutions, as the 
personal authority of the Speaker has always 
hitherto received the most implicit respect. 
A member of Gladstone’s last Administration 
said to me: ‘‘The Speaker will find himself in 
avery serious scrape beforelong. His mani- 
fest unfairness to the Irish party, and re- 
peated insults to Harcourt, no less than his 
absurd ruling on Thursday night, will bring 
down an organized attack on him if he is 
not more careful. When he was elected, 
a@ personal friend of his said he had 
too much the hasty temper of his brother, 
Admiral Peel, to make a good presiding ofti- 
cer. Recently, in his paie facef&nd harsh, 
peremptory voice, all the physical signs of the 
loss of temper became more frequent.’’ 

Itis dificult to see in what way he can be 
attacked, as the constitutional method ofa 
vote of rere in the House would have no 
chance. hear talk, however, of a so-called 
constitutional committee of influential men 
being formed outside of the House, whose

THE FRANCO-GERMAN SITUATION. 

‘The Franco-German situation is again de- 
clared by all correspondents to be one of 
greattension. ‘‘I fear,’’ says the Paris cor- 
respondent, of the Standard, ‘‘that the san- 
guine mood prevailing just now is destined to 
be somewhat roughly dispelled at a not very 


distant time, when the country will be brought 
face to face with very unpleasant realities on 


the Franco-German frontier. Generally great 
excitementis said to prevail, and preparations 
ofall kinds are being advanced rapidly, the 
population being almost in a panic.’ *The state- 
ment, however, must be taken with caution,as 
no special correspondent has recently been in 
that difficult district. A London daily, I learn, 
is about to remedy this deficiency. The Daily 
News has retained the services of Archibald 
Forbes as war correspondent in caseof an 
outbreak.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 19.—The

The Texas Election Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 19.—In the 
Texas investigation to-day Riggs P. Hack- 
worth (white), brother of one of the memori- 
alists, Was sworn and examined. He isa Jus- 
tice of the Peac. of Brenham, and a Republi- 
can. The feeling towards Republicans fol- 


lowing the election last November was 
very bitter. Witness was several times 
advised by Democratic friends not to 
stay at his home, and in consequence 
he left for atime with his family. On one oc- 
casion he was informed that acrowd had as- 
sembled, threatening to go and shoot into 
witness’ house. This was the daythat his 
brother, the memorigjst, left Brenham. Wit- 
ness was asked to describe the circumstances 
of his brother’s leaving. He said he had 
heard a great many threats toward his brother. 
His brother told him he had sold his property 
and was to leave the next day. Half an 
hour later a Democratic friend came into 
witness’ oftice and pointed to acrowd of forty 
or fifty inen onthe street and said they in- 
sisted upon his brother’s leaving that night. 
Witness got his mother to persuade his 
brother to leave that night. Wit- 
ness, however, called upon a romi- 
nent Democratic friend to ask if his 
brother could remain until the next day, fear- 
ing that his house would be burned down be- 
fore he could get the pay for it. This friend 
said Judge Kirk had assugd him hecould con- 
trol the crowd, but the friend finally con- 
cluded that the brother had better 
leave that night, and to facilitate the 
departure, this friend drew his» check for $100. 
Witness and two or three friends; escorted the 
brother to the depot at 7 o’clock that evening. 
There was a crowd of severa! hundred 
men at the depot, but they did 
nothing but raise A yell as the 
train pulled out. Witness held an inquest 
over the bodies of the three lynched negroes. 
The question occupied allday, and then ad- 
journed over two days to get more evidence. 
During this interval two of the jurors asked 
witness to call the jury together and have the 
thing finished as they had been warned not to 
ask too many questions and were afraid.

A Monkey-and-Parrot Time,

Breckenridge 
stood up and shook his fist at the Republicans 
who were jeering at him. The Speaker 
pounded his desk with his gavel until the 
Arkansas member realized that he could gain 
nothing by further persistence. The report 
isa very lengthy document. It alleges that 
the President has been inconsiste:t, stating 
that he hud the Mexican pension bill and de- 
pendent soldiers’ bill betore him atthe same 
time, and while both involve the same prin- 
cipic, he signed the one and vetoed the other, 
The report states that the President has no 
constitutional objections to the measure, and 
that he has wrongly. construed the second sec- 
tion of the bill and has largely over-estimated 
the cost of the pensions which would be al- 
lowed under it. 


The Trade-Dollar Bil.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 19.—Mr. Mat- 
son of Indiana from the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions reported back the dependent pen- 
sion bill, with the President’s veto message 
thereon. He asked that the report be printed 
in the Record, and gave notice that he would 
call the bill ftp for action on Thursday next. 

Mr. Breckenridge of Arkansas, objected to 
the report being printed in thepRecord, and 
thereupon Mr. Burrows of Michfan demand- 
ed that it be read. 

The Speaker decided that the report must be 
read and the Clerk proceeded to read it. 

Mr. Breckenridge then rose to withdraw his 
objection and was met with loud cries for the 
‘tregular order’’ from the Republican side. 

Mr. Breckenridge finally was heard to 
withdraw his objection, but it was immediate- 
ly renewed upon the Republican side, and the 
reading was continued. 

THE REPORT. 

The report states that two facts will arrest 
the attention of any one who reads the 
President’s message. The first is that 
no /Ovjection is made to the bill 
on any ground of its constitution- 
ality andthe right.of Congress to enact the 
lawis not questioned. The other is that the 
first section of the bill is not touched upon by 
the message and na intimation is given by the 
President as to whether that section of it 
embodying as it does an independent 
proposition andin the precise form specifically 
urged by the Secretary of tte Interior in his 
last annual report, meets with his approval 
or disapproval. The vommittee then 
analyzes the objections of the President that 
the bill is vague in its provisions, in that it 
might apply to various grades of disability or 
dependency, and submits tothe judgment of 
the House and the country that those who 
framed the bill, aiter months of careful con- 
sideration, have madeno mistake and have 
confined the bill tothe class, and that class 
can be well defined as consisting of those 
totully disabled or dependent on their daily 
labor for support. 

‘*‘We regret,’’ says the committee, ‘‘the 
strained interpretation put on the billin the 
Inessage as an excuse rather than a4 
reason for returning it to. the House, 
and believe we do no injustice 
to the Executive when considering the 
whole message, to say that if its provisions 
had been plainer, and no oaquestions could 
have been raised as to whether it included 
only those unable to labor, he would not have 
interposed his objection. It passes the 
comprehension of this committee 
to understand how the President 
could have overlooked in another Dill 
(the Mexican pension bill) what are alleged 
as fauitsinthis bill.’’ * * * Such distince- 
tion made by the acts of the Presi- 
dent, the committee cannot believe 
will be indorsed anywhere by -the 
yatriotic scntiment' of this country. 

eferring to the expenditures of money, which 
the enactment ofthis billinto law would neces- 
sitate, the committee contends that the es- 
timate of the President is extravagant, but 
says that no consideration of possible 
costs shall be allowed to cone between de- 
pendent soldiers and the relief they are enti- 
tled to receive from the country which they 
helped to 8 save. Reducing the whole 

uestiod to one of money  expe- 
diency it seemed to the committee 
that the surplus in the Treasury can be best 
restored to the peoplein the manner proposed 
the bill. No bonded interest or huge —— 
oly could claim the money for its own. It 
would go the people in small amounts and 
would circulate among them. The Dill had 
been asked for on every hand. Protests 
against it had only come from money centers, 
where all the money that did not turn their 
mill was considered as worse than wasted. 

In conclusion the committee submitted that 
the general tone of the message was to be 
fairly taken as expressive, in advance, of 
the President’s purpose to use the executive 
power to prevent anv further legislation that 
would add any new class to the pension list or 
materially increase the cost there- 
of, based on the idea that the 
country as against it. The committee was 
aware that there was a sentiment of that kind, 
but insisted that it was not a control- 
ling one. The committee was loth 
to believe that the people of 
the country were willing for the desendcers 
of the Nation’s honor and life to live 
during their declining years in misery 
and want. On the contrary, it ww 
believed that the people wouid preter 
that those who made the laws should err on 
the side of mercy rather than on the side ofa 
too rigit economy in the expenditures of the 

ublic money in this direction, and it further 

elieved that if more taxes, or even a 
different kind of taxes were necessary to meet 
this demand, they would be cheerfully paid 
by the people. 

‘*Holding-fast,’’ says the committee, ‘‘to 
these views of our duties as legislators, and 
with a cheerful willingness to answer here 
and elsewhere for the results of honest labors 
to relieve the indigent soldiers of our common 
country, in any section of it, coming as they 
do from many wars in which we have been 
engaged, and with every confidence of 
aright judzgment upon the whole matter we 

ubmit our bill again tor the jJudement of the 

louse of Representatives, and ask for 
it the most rigid criticism, believing it will 
tend to strengthen rather than to weaken it. 
We recommend, without a dissenting voice in 
this committee, that the bill do pass, notwith- 
standing the objections of the President. 

The report was listened to with great atten- 
tion. though the reading was sevéral times in- 
terrupted with applause, which broke out 
afresh, when the conciuding sentence of the 
report showed that the committee was unani- 
mous in its recommendation.

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MORAL TRAINING. 


PROF»EDWARDS DISCUSSES THE SUBJECT 
IN THE PEDAGOGICAL SOCIETY. 


A Strong Educational Paper and the Discus- 
sion Which Followed—An Example of 
Moral Excellence—Banquet To-Night at 
the Southern—List of Toasts. 


This morning the Pedagogical Society met in 
the session-room of the Polytechnic Building, 
Seventh and Chestnut streets. The meeting 
was more largely attended than any one 
gince the organization of the society. The 
reason was Dr. Richard Edwards, President of 
the Normal College, at Normal, Ill., was pres- 
ent by invitation from the Programme Com- 
mittee of .the society—E. H. Long, 
J. R. Vickroy and D. H. Harris. 
Dr. Edwards was about twenty years ago 
connected with the Normal School of this 
city which he organized, having been called 
here by the board from Salem, Mass., for that 
purpose. He read alengthy paper on **Moral 
Education in the Public Schools.’’ He was 
listened to attentively, and murmurs of ap- 
plause showed the aypreciation of the audi- 
ence for the telling points of the address. 


Moral training, the essayist said, is called for 
by the constitution of the bumanmind, The 
recognition of moral distinctions is a natural 
attribute of man. The standard of moral 
conduct is firnished us, it is within 
ourselves, and & art of our mental 
make up. Such training is necessary to 
the true welfare of the human race and to the 
existence of human societies. He spoke of 
the Jews who, through all their years of. per- 


secution, had remained a cohesive 
nation by reason of the unalter- 
able dictum of their law. It was ‘‘thou 


shalt’’ and ‘‘thou shalt not’’ withthem. He 
did not argue that their conceptions of dut 


were always right, but that firmnes 
that inflexibility of will that cause 
them to do that which they thought 


to be right was the reason for their command- 
ing position now inthis age of money. The 
other day a nation deeired to embark upon a 
war, but when 
A HEBREW BANKER 
was appealed to to jend the funds for the pros- 
ecution of the war he refused. He was the 
master of the situation and could dictate 
whether there should be war or peace. The 
Romans ceased to be aruling nation when 
they had cegsed to have regard for moral 
training and re oyerwhelmed by the more 
virtuous sons of Germany. All nations have 
exemplified this, and so long as they main- 
tained a high standar of moral 
excellence have prospered, This coun- 
try will in a@ greater degree than 
ever before in the world’s history show how 
far moral training will go to makea nation 
great, or how far the lack will go toward ruin- 
ing it—and that in the near future. That moral 
training was therefore important and necessary 
he took for granted. The question then met 
was how shall it be imparted. One method was 
by the use of language. He advocated the train- 
ing of the child in the use of the language of 
morality, and diverted from the theme to 
expatiate on the worth of language 
in allteaching. He was aware that many ex- 
cellent men had gone through life succes- 
fully without any knowledge whatever of 
Greek or Latin and had made good citizens,but 
that there wasa development in knowledge 
of various languages he maintained. Lan- 
uage is useful in the teaching of morais 
or exhortation and for kindling en- 
thusiasm in the pupils, for awaken- 
ing a right feeling But the power 
ot language is limited after all. More 
depends on right examples. A man’s life 
gives efficacyto his speech. He had seen 
promissory notes that he would be glad te 
possess a basketful of, but there was other 
paper that lacked any value at all. Words were | 
well enough, butit was necessary thatthe pupil | 
should learn to put words into deeds. Anation 
could exist without many things, but it could 
not live if righteousness was lacking. The 
worth of doing was enlarged upon. An 
athlete’s exercises, his graceful movements 
may interest and enthuse spectators, but will 
not do their muscles any good. They must go 
through the motions themselves. 
i PUNISHMENT 

that qid not effect the reformation of the pupil 
wus mot the proper means to adopt for his re- 
generation. If itsucceeded in awakening him 
to his duty then it should be inflicted. 
The effort should be to lift the 
childtoa higher plane. He advocated the 
joint teaching of religion and morality. That 
the two were separate was patent he thought, 
they were notidentical. Many religious men 
were failures morally. They had not 
the willto withstand temptation. The relig- 
ion he wanted taught was not sectarian; it! 
was the inculcation of a feeling of responsi- 
bility to a wise, tender and watchful God. 

Of all the questions now being discussed by 
the learned educators of the country, without 
exception, he thought moral training was de- 
serving of the most attention and the greatest 
prominence.Education was becoming ascience, 
@ach year was adding to its growth, andthe 
accomplishments of disciples. He asked atten- 
tion to the subject he had proposed and proph- 
esie@d great good would result from a careful 
study of it. 

President John Hull of the Carbondale (Ill.) 
Southern Normal School and Thomas Metcalf 
of the Normal School, Normal, lil., were pres- 
ent and discussed the paper briefly agree- 
ing with the essayist. Principal Werner A. 
Stille of the Baden School attacked several 
points made by Prof. Edwards. If, asthe es- 
Sayist said, he commented, the law of moral- 
ity Was an emanation from the Divine mind 
and was unalterable, there would 
not have been so many and different con- 
ceptions of it at various times in! 
the world’s history. Principal Stille objected 
to the placing of the Hebrew before the so- 
ciety as an example of high morality. The 
persecutions the essayists bad referred to had 
often been the visiting of indignation of a 
wronged and

onthe race that cheated them. The banker 
incident might be true, but he thought it inapt 
in the conrmection, being an exaltation 
of the power of money more. than 
praise for engpe te P Honor should be in- 
culcated inthe children, and when they re- 
fused to do wrong, because their honor for- 
ade it, they would be actuated by a higher 
motive than when prevented from wrong 
doing by a sense of duty. 

Prof. Edwards said that he did not intend to 
hold up the Hebrews as examples of all 
virtue, thoughasa people hethought them 
possessed of more virtue than they were given 
creditfor, Hehad merely used the Hebrews 
asan illustration ofa point that he thought 
the audience understood. 

H. W. Prentis, Principal of Hodgen School 
entered into the discussion. He said the 
course of study inthe public schools did not 
provide for any teaching of morality, and he 
thought some plan to that end should be 
adopted, 

Superintendent E. H. Long said morality 
was taught in the schools by example, pre- 
cept, and by the allusions to God and religion 
contained in the readers. 

The two gentlemen discussed the point at 
some length, and were only induced to aban-

ent. 

Di. Charles W. Stephens, who wis a mem- 
ber of the Committee of the School Board 
which invited Dr. Eawards to take charge of 
the Normai School in St. Louis years ago, was 
present, and on being called for addressed the 
society for a few minutes on the history of the 
call.

The Cross Question at St. Peter’s Church— 
One Gift Returned, 

The altar-crosses, which haye been sucha 
source of pride and satisfaction to St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church for several years, have now 
lost a great deal of their charm fer that con- 


gregation. Two yefrs or so ago Mr. 
Martin Collings presented to the church 
a fine memorial cross in memory 


of his children that had died. It was received 
and placed in position with considerable cere- 
mony, and was long considered a beautiful 
ornament to the altar. About the 
same time, the then rector, Rev. W. Herbert 
Assheton, aunounced the gift of a beauti- 
cross from the Princess of 

When this praesent arrived from 
Royal Highness the occasion was 
made one of great congratulation. A special 
service was held to properly and publicly ac- 
cept this mark of Royal favor, and resolutions 
of thanks to the giver and profuse expresaions 
of the church’s appreciation were the order of 
the day. 

When the split occurred inthe church last 
summerand the supporters of Mr. Assheton 
formed the new church, St. Mark’s Memorial, 
it was considered on all sides as certain that 
the crosses would again be the su bject of 
church action. The matter was not 
broached, however, until a few weeks 
azo when at.a ladies’ meeting of St. Peter’s it 
was deemed not inexpedient to have the prin- 
cess’ cross go to St. Mark’s now that the rec- 
tor who ad secured it for St. Peter’s 
was pastor of the new church.

BLOCKING LYNN STREET, 


Curious Cases Which Were Prosecuted Be. 
fore Judge Cady This Morning. 


For some time, trouble has been brewing 


between Mr. E. Lungstras, the dye man, 
and the Union Depot Railroad Com- 
pany, which finally culminated in 
three trials in the First District 
Police Court this morning. The dye 
works of Mr. Lungstras are located on 


the southeast corner of Park avenue and Lynn 
street and have been located there for four- 
teen years past. Lynn street just there—be- 
tween Park avenue and Carroll street—is in 
reality an alley, and has until recently always 
been used as one. There are no houses facing 
it, itis nut over twenty feet wide, has no side- 
walks, andis unimproved. A year ortwo ago 
the Union Depot Railroad Company secured 
a franchise to run their blue Iine cars 
over this street instead of going down 
State street as heretofore. The double track 
leaves scarcely any space on either side of the 
street, and ever since the company has been 
using it they and Mr. Lungstras have had 
trouble. The engine room of his works is lo- 
cated on the street and he gets in coal two or 
three timnes a week. While the wagons 
are being unloaded the street car 
track is necessarily obstructed, as the street 
is too narrow to permit the cars to pass the 
wagon.

Where the springs of goverl- 
ment are beyond popular control and 
operated in the secret recesses of king- 
craft, the addition of a few regiments to 
this or that huge army suffices to fill the 
bourses with excitement and to paralyze 
business with anticipations of a general 
European war, for which no man can as- 
sign a really justifiable cause.

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HOME AND FOREIGN LABOR. 

Mr. J. B. SarGent of Connecticut, a 
hardware manufacturer whose business 
employs 1,700 men, was a protectionist of 
the most ultra school until he went abroad 
and personally studied the manufactur- 
ing establishments of Europe. From this 
study he came home satisfied that Ameri- 
can workingmen turn out more work to 
the dollar of wages than the workingmen 
of any country in Europe, and that itis 
only the higher cost of raw materials that 
prevents the products of our manu- 
facturers from competing successfully 
everywhere with those of foreign 
manufacturers. As our present tariff 
makes the raw materials of his business 
cost from 50 to 100 per cent higher than 
the same materials cost his English com- 
petitors, he finds that the latter have the 
advantage of him in selling those descrip- 
tions of goods in which the raw material 
is the principal element of cost, while he 
has the advantage of them in selling ar- 
ticles in which the cost of raw material is 
small as compared with the cost of the la- 
bor or finish put on them. Therefore, he 
says in a letter to the Boston Advertiser: 

We can export carpenters’ nail hammers al! 
over the world, but England beats us all to 
pieces with her siedge hammers and anvils. 
In builders’ hardware, locks, etc., we lock 
her out of her own colonies, except on the 
heavy, coarse articles. With free trade in the 
metals—iron, copper, lead, zinc—or even with 
free trade in coal, iron ore and old scrap iron, 
Europe could not sell hardware in this country 
at cost to make in Europe. The talk of being 
flooded with foreign goods under free trade is 
all bosh. 

Ienjoy the monopoly of the markets of this 
country, especially when we manufacturers 
combine and make a corner for a year ortwo, 
quite as well asthe other manufacturers, but 
lam willing to forego that enjoyment for the 
greater fleld—the wide world. I believe that 
American manufacturers, backed by their 
workingmen, are able to successfully meet the 
world in free commerce, and I know thor- 
oughly the conditions of manufacturing in all 
the manufacturing countries of Europe. 

Not only from hardware manufacturers 
like Mr. SARGENT and agricultural imple- 
ment manufacturers like Mr. BOokK- 
WALTER of Ohio, who have studied the 
conditions of manufacturing industry all 
over the world, but from the textile man- 
ufacturers and many others, there is 
plenty of such testimony, asserting that 
itis only our tax onraw materials that 
prevents American labor and skill from 
competing successfully in the markets of 
the world with the ‘‘pauper’’ labor of any 
country. They insist thatit is not pro- 
tected and high-priced labor which shuts 
our products out from foreign markets. 
Although wages aré nominally higher in 
this country than elsewhere, they are 
also much higher under free trade in En- 
gland thar under protection in Germany, 
and Mr. SARGENT says he knows that 
‘United States manufacturers produce 
‘*their goods with less cost except for ma- 
‘*terials and supplies, than any other 
‘*‘manufacturers on the face of the 
“earth,”? 


NATIONAL MILITIA, 

If we had all the fortifications that 
money could place on our coasts how could 
we protect these fortifications without an 
available militia to man them? The best 
protection our coast cities can have in 
these days of railroads is an army of vol- 
unteer militia, well drilled, well equipped 
at the expense of the Unjted States, and 
easily concentrated by rail at any threat- 
ened point. 

Yet until now Congress has adhered to 
the militia appropriation granted nearly a 
hundred years ago, when our peo ple were 
few and their Government too poor to pay 
éven the debts incurredin the struggle for 
independence. And even now, while vot- 
ing enormous sums for other purposes, 
and many millions for fortifications, Con- 
gress still keeps the militia appropriation 
down to $400,000. 

The founders of our Government de- 
clared a well-regulated militia essential 
to the seourity of a free State. Forbid- 
ding the States to keep troopsin time of 
peace, they reserved to Congress the 
power to provide for organizing, arming 
and disciplining the militia, and when 
Congress fails to make such provision for 
the national defense it leaves us the al- 
ternative of maintaining a standing army 
of regulars for national defense, and 
leaves the States without any ade- 
quate defense of social order. So 
long as the expense of maintaining the 
militia contemplated by the Constitution 
is left to the voluntary action of the 
States, most of them will evade that bur- 
den on the ground that the State needs no 
army,and that it is the duty of the Federal 
Government to provide for and support 
the militia force, the control whereof is 
reserved by the Constitutien to the Fed- 
eral authority. 

We should like to see the States making 
liberal provision for the militia where 
Congress fails, but the failure of Congress 
shows that public sentiment needs awak- 
ening on this subject. Whenever it is 


sufficiently awakened to make Congress 
take the lead in this matter, it will not be 
long till State Legislatures will be found 
in hearty co-operation with Congress. 


_— 


TuE thirteen votes cast in the Senate 
against the anti-polygamy bill as it came 
from the conference committee of the two 
houses, were all cast by Democratic Sena- 
tors, except one by HoaR. Senator VEST 
was paired against the bill, while Senator 
COCKRELL voted for it. The opposition of 
these Democrats is to the _ test- 
oath and similar provisions which, 
ina their opinion, savor too much 
of religious persecution directed against 
the Mormon Church in the effort to sup- 
press polygamy. But until some one of 
them can show us how to suppress 
polygamy with some less objectionable 
ineasure, public sentiment will prefer 
this one, with all its faults, tothe further 
toleration of a rebellion which claims 
authority from Gop to defy the law 
of the land and supplant the Gov- 
ernment ofthis Republic. A tender re- 
gard for the alleged conscientious scruples 
of the Mormons and a jealous avoidance 
of anything which might look like an in- 
fringement.of religious liberty or Consti- 
tutional freedom, has hitherto limited our 
action to rosewater remedies which the 
Mormon theocracy laugh to scorn as they 
proceeded to strengthen themselves more 
and more in an attitude of quasi-war 
against the authority of the Union. The 
public patience with this seminary of 
moral’ leprosy and rebellion is about ex- 
hausted and demands its extinction by 
means severe enough to effect the object. 
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Of course anything unconstitutional in 


the bill will bedeclared void by the courts, 
and Senators as much in favor of sup- 
pressing polygamy as the people are might 
afford to leave all Constitutional ques- 
tions to the courts.

THE fate of the Drabelle bill to reor- 
ganize the School Board will furnish a 
clear indication as to whether the local 
interests of St. Louis at Jefferson City are 
controlled by considerations of public 
welfare or by the dictation of ward bosses 
and professional. politicians.

M. DwuMAS recently met with an adventure 
which may bea warning to dramatic authors 
whocourt popularity. The theater has al- 
ways helda peculiar position in Paris. Ac- 
tors and actresses are personal favorites, 
and regarded with a degree of enthusiasm 
to which tne cooler English-speaking world 
has not yet attained. Last week M. Dumas 
had a grand triumph emphasized by asingu- 
laradventure. On the first night of ‘‘Fran- 
cillon,’’ the curtain having fallen on an as- 
sured success, he was coming dreamily down 
one of the back staircases of the Francais, 
when a rather pretty young woman came up 
the stairs full of delight and enthusiasm. 
She stopped the author, M. Dumas. She 
said: ‘‘Let me give youa kiss.’’ The poet 
lowered his cheek and received the embrace. 
‘‘But I am .sure,’’ she said, ‘‘you do not 
know whol am.’’ ‘‘Indeed, Ido not,’’ said 
he, ‘‘but the experience is very gratifying 
nonetheless.’’ And the parties went their 
way. 


THE monotony of life on the Afghan frontier 
was pleasantly interrupted the other day by 
the arrival of two strangers at the camp of the 
Frontier Commission. One of them was a’na- 
tive horseman, beside whom in somewhat 
shabby European apparel walked a stalwart 
pedestrian. A few questions brought out the 
story of the calier, which deserves immor- 
talityas an example of the endeavors of the 
great unemployed to ‘ ‘find some work todo.’’ 
The man, a German by birth, had walked 
from Central Germany, through kussia and 
Bokhara, heading straight for India, where he 
hoped to find permanent employment. With- 
out money, without a passport, without speak- 
ing anything but his own tongue, he arrived at 
the Afghan frontier, having been compelled to 
abandon his straight line of march by the 
deep snow on the Hindoo Koosh. The Com- 
missioners after providing the man with food 
and clothes sent him on his way rejoicing, 
confident that after going round Afghanistan, 
which is a closed door to travelers, he will 
reach his destination. 


A PECULIAR experiment is now proceeding at 
Glasgow; interesting to scientists, interesting 


to doctors, but most of all, interesting to 


babies, forthe experiment in question con- 
sists of nothing more and little less than 
hatching babies, like chickens, in an incu- 
bator. Three children (if they may be called 
so at such an early period of life) born aliata 
birth have made their appearance in this 
world before it was warmed for them, and 
have been put into an incubator to be finished. 
It will be interesting to ascertain what effect 
this ‘‘finishing’’ will have upon the infant 
character, if it does noPfinish the subjects alto- 
gether, which, of course, is among the proba- 
bilities. 


AN interesting because rather Incongruous 
case has just been decided in England (so far 
as a case can be decided by an inferior court 
with an appeal possible). A Miss Alicard, the 
possessor of considerable property in her own 
right, joined a Protestant sisterhood, and in 
the first fervor of her new life made over all 
the property at her disposal to the sisterhood, 
securing herself from the risk of changing her 
mind by various legal documents. Un- 
fortunately, she did change her mind, be- 
came tired of the vows and obligations she 
had voluntarily taken, and changed ber coi- 
munion to that of the Church of Rome.

Republic—No Baby-Work for the Ger- 
mans in the Impending Conflict—Recent 
strengthening of the Artillery—Plenty of 
Men, But a Lack of Great Generals. 


In view of the impending danger of another 
Franco-German war & brief description was 
given in last Wednesday’s PoOST-DISPATCH of 
the general organization of the German army.

Few innovations have been made in the 
uniforming of the Frencharmy. The gay lit- 
tle foot soldier still sports a blue tunic, with 
vermillion epaulets and cardinal trousers; the 
chasseur has his azure coat and the cuirassier 
his bright combination of metal, blue and In- 
dian red. The repeated efforts to diminish 
the soidier’s liability to be made an easy tar- 
get of by adopting less showy colors have al- 
ways failed, on the argument tnat by robbing 
him of his garance pants, one would vio- 
late one of the most sacred tradi- 
tions of French military history.

The effective of the new staff is 300 officers, 
160 archivists or clefks and twelve geog- 
raphists. 

in nuinbers, discipline and material the 
French army probably stands at present 
scarcely second to even “ 
the German; but where is 
the man who shall lead 
these ~ brave soldiers 
against the enemy? Such 
is the question modern 
Frenchmen ask them- 
selves. They cast their 
giauces over the Rhine 
and see there many a 
tried commander at the 
head of Germany’s le- 
gions. On their own side 
the list is painfully smail. 
Canrobert, Chanzy, Au- 
relies de Paladine, Wim- 
pffen and many other 
brave leaders of the last 
struggle have passed 
away. MacMahon = still 
remains, but his fatal 
errors in 1870, and above 
all his reactionary lean- 
ings, have long since 
to the back-ground. Faidherbe, 
Bapaume inflicted on the Prussians 
one of the few defeats they ex- 
perienced during that bioody campaign, has 
for years been a helpless invalid. There re- 
main, therefore, but Saussier, Commandant of 
Paris, and Commander-in-Chief of the French 
army, in case of war; Negrier, the hero of 
Tonquin, and last, but not least, Gen. Bou- 
langer, present Minister of War—all thtee 
comparatively untried soldiers. Of course 
dey opportunities often make great men,and 

oulanger or some as yet unknown ofticers 
may prove asecond Napolean Bonaparte be- 
fore the end of another Franco-German war. 
But whatever the final outcome : f such a con- 
flict may be, the Germans can rest assured that 
with a huge chain of forts to rend asunder 
and over a million brave soldiers to overcome, 
their task next time will as little resemble the 
‘‘walk-over’’ of 1870 as the recent half-breed 
rebellion tn the Northwest resembled our own 
terrible civil strife a score of years ago.

A WEDDING OF THE PAST. 


Death of Boss Tweed’s Daughter Who Re- 
ceived $150,000 Worth of Presents.

New YorK, February 19.—Wm. M. Tweed’s 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Amelia Maginniss, the 
wife of A. A. Maginniss, died on Thursday at 
New Orleans. Sheswas married in the fall of 
1868, while Tweed was at the zenith of his 
power. The wedding was a magnificent one, 
its notable feature being the extraordinary 
presents received by the bridal couple. Their 
total value reached $150,000. Every politician 


and contractor who was favored by 
Tweed did his full share to make the 
event a wonderful affair. Tweed lived 


plainly in Sixty-sixth street, and his daughter 
married there. He was then merely Deputy 
Commissioner of Public Works, which, singu- 
larly enough, was the highest office he ever 
held in the city government. Hewas then in 
compiete control of everything,however. The 
wedding was celebrated in the afternoon and 
the city departments were almost as much de- 
serted as ifit were a holiday. Peter B. Sween 
ave the bride a diamond bracelet worth 
1,000. ‘*Prince Hal’’ Genet contributed a 
$2,000 diamond cross. Charies E. Lowe gave 
a pearl set worth $750. A coral set and watch 
worth $2,000 were the offering of Cornelius 
Corson. James McSweeney gave a diamond 
bracelet worth $1,000. A necklace and chain 
worth $1,500 came from James Ryan, and 
Superintendent Kelso paid $1,500 for a punch 
bowl.

Assuming the above figures to be correct 
estimates, they show how smallisthe quan- 
tity now available for export in comparison 
with former years.——How worthless official 
quotations by cable are is illustrated by the 
Chicago Tribune, which cites one ease: ‘‘A 
certain delivery was quoted here last Wednes- 
day at 7s 3ted per cental. A gentieman of this 
city who holds 25,000 centals in Liverpool, 
cabled an order to sell 78 3d or better. It 
was replied to him that The market was flat, 
and7s the best price obtainable. That isa 
difference of not far from 4 per 
cent between the nominal andthe real.’’—— 
The Glasgow Herald states that ‘‘since harvest 
the total sales of English and foreign bread- 
stufis in the United Kingdom have been &,- 
500,000 bu, against 90,640,000 in the same period 
ofthe preceding cereal year, and 113,840,000 
bu in the same period of 1884-5, This is a re- 
matkable difference and shows that one good 
shipper, like America in this season is, 
after all, but 2 poor substitute for several free 
shippers in different parts, even though the 
goud shinper, as in the present instance, be 
our principal source ot supply. If the Ameri- 
can holders were a little firmer the British 
markets would be likely soon to recovey tone.’’ 
——Alex. Davidson was so unfortunate last 
evening as to fail and break his leg, which was 
just healing from a break made some weeks 
azo. As Alex. was just beginning to get 
around nicely, this second accident was a 
great misfortune, and will be heard of with re- 
gret by his many friends.——The Exchange 
Committee that went to Jefferson City in the 
interest of the anti- bucket shop bill now be- 
fore the Leyislature returned this morn- 
ing. W. TT. Anderson, one of the com- 
mittee, says they met the author of the 
bill and submitted to him several amend- 
ments the Exehange wished added. They 
were informed thatthe bill was not aimed at 
option trading as deait in on ’Change, for 
while there wasa good deal of gambling in 
this flour trading, yet as every trade made on 
’Change was subjectand liable to an actual 
delivery, «the bill could not possibly 
affect the Exchange, but as there were no 
actual deliveries made or contem- 
plated in a  bucket-shop, this bill 
would effectually suppress that form of trad- 
ing. They were aiso told that their amend- 
ments would be added if they made a de- 
mand to that effect, but as the Kansas 
City commission merchants had telegraphed 
they were in favor ofthe bill as it stood, and 
as they were assured by the above statements 
that no blow was intended at Exchange op- 
tion trading, the committee deemed it 
best not to press their amendments, but 
to let the billgo asitis. Mr. Anderson says 
that all the country members he saw were en- 
thusiastically in fuvyor of the bill, though some 
of the St. Louis members were against it, and 
whilethe bucket-shop men had lawyers on 
hand to pleud their case and were back- 
ing it with money, he believed the bill 
would pass-——That staunch bull, Col. 
William Burnett, paralyzed the crowd 
this morning by selling one lump of 
50,000 May at Sle. The Colonel probably 
thought a bird in the hand was worth two ip 
the bush. ‘*Last Friday,’’ remarked a cot- 
ton dealer, ‘‘there were over 125,000 bales less 
atthe enumerated interior towns than last 
year, and even leaving the un- 
enumerated towns out of the ques- 
tion, itis surely self-evident that receipts at 
the ports from all the towns must henceforth 
be at least 125,000 bales less than in 1s86. Stocks 
at our ports show now, compared with 18386, a 
deficiency of 180,000 bales.’’——New York re- 
sorted export clearances to-day of only 20 
u, and so far for the week 709,000 bu.—— 
Clearances from the Atlantic seaboard for 
week ending yesterday were 250,000 pkgs 
flovr and 1,000,000 bu wheat.——lt is very 
strongly intimated that if the anti-bucket- 
shop bill passes in its present shape, a peti- 
tion will go up to the Legislature, signed by 
some of the most influential names on the floor, 
prominently tbe miilers, and asking for the 
entire suppression of option trading in this 
State. ———-The movement of wheat at the prin- 
cipal markets for past week indicates a de- 
crease in the next visible supply of wheat of 
less than 1,000,000 bu, and probably 
nearer 800 , 000 bu, and in corn 
there should be a small decrease. 
—C.‘A. King of Toledo wires that the next 
visible supply of wheat will show about 1,000, - 
000 bu decrease. Cc. P. Burr & Co. sold 
another. lot of 20 cars No. 2 red wheat 
to go toa Tennessee mill.—Next Tuesday is 
Washington’s birthday and alegal holiday, 
so that the exchanges of this city will then be 
closed to business. 

Wheat—The bulls were disappointed and 
disgusted this morning. After all the en- 
couraging and stimulating news they 
have been receiving, and all the buil- 
ing they have done during the past

STANTON WROTE IT. 


One of Grant’s Famous Telegrams During 
the Late Civil War. 


Ry Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. G., February 19.—A noted 
ex-general of the Union army yesterday coin- 
mented upon the allegeda bsolute power exer- 
cised by Edwin M. Stanton when Secretary of 
War. The ex-general had been personally and 
contemporaneously cognizant of much of the 
inner history ofthe War Department,as well as 
of officers at the front, whén Grant was fight- 


ing his way in the Wilderness, and then after- 
wards, enthe road to Richmond. fo said 
that there was no doubt that Stanton bad com- 
plete control over Lincoln when he chose to 
exercise it in momentous. war questions as 
wellas small details regarding the conduct 
of the Union armies. 

Said the General: ‘‘You people in Washing- 
ton believe that Gen. Rawlings worded that 
stirring telegram which Grant sent from the f 
front in 1864 atatime when our Congressmen 
were scared and the people of the Nerth were 
in dismay at the terrible slaughter of our 
army as Grant drove Lee to Richmond. I refer 
tothe dispatch: ‘We will fightit out on this 
line if it takes all summer.’ Now I know 
about the origin of that message. It was writ- 
ten by Stanton when Lincoln was in conier- 
ence with himinthe War Department. They 
were both alarmed about the _ political 
outlook in the Northern States. The 
discouraging accounts from the seat of war 
were telling against the Administration, and 
the fearin consequence that Lincoln would 
not be re-elected prompted Stanton to do 
something which would reassure the people, 
restore confidence in the successful termina- 
tion of the war in favor of the Union cause 
and inspire more respect forthe Lincoln Ad- 
ministration. Stanton telegraphed to Grant 
to send some encouraging news, and Stanton 
at the same time advised and wrote out the 
form of dispatch to be transmitted in response 


to his suggestion. Opportunely, ard, 
it has been alleged, in’ co-operation 
with Stanton, at a late moment 


a knot of Senators and membera of the House 
got together in secret caucus atthe capitol to 
consicer the critical situation, and on behalf 
of all of them a telegram Was sent to Grant in- 
quiring how they were yetting along at the 
front and what they proposed to do. My 
recollection is that the dispatch to which 
Grant made answer was prepared and sent 
by Senator Nesmith oi Oregon, who was 
Chairman of the caucus. Grant’s celebrated 
answer was that which had been previously 
ndvised by Secretary Stanton, and had the 
desired effect. It gave encouragement to the 
people of the Northern States. It gave 
strength to the weakenéd political supporters 
of Lincoln fer re-election to the Presidency, 
and in fact, the dispatch was very effective in 
silencing opposition among Republicans te 
Lincoln’s candiducy.’’

AN UNFORTUNATE GIRL, 


Startling Revelations in aCriminal Trial at 
White Plains, N. Y.

NEW YOR, February 19.—A pale-faced girl 
on crutches was assisted into the Westchester 
County Court at White Plains yesterday by 
two policemen, who had been sent to bring 
her from the County Almshouse. The girland 
everybody else supposed that she was the 
daughter of W. A. Byrd, a prosperous uphot- 
sterer of Mount Vernon, who was on trial ona 


charge of the unnatural offense of criminally 
assaulting his own child. When placed on the 
witness-stand the child burst into tears and 
between her sobs told asad story of her 
experience in the Byrd family’s home. 
Her physical anguish was intense and, com- 
bined with her evident mental distress, served 
to gain for her deep sympathy of judge, jury, 
counsel and spectators. Between her sobs, 
she stated that her name was Charlotte Byrd, 
and that she Was paralyzed in her lower limbs 
asaresult of giving birth to a child three 
months ago. She deposed that sho was the 
daughter of the defendant, and that during the 
early part of last vear he had forced an en- 
trance into her bed-room and had assaulted 
her. The offense, she said, was repeated at 
intervals for several months, untilit became 
evident that she was about to become a 
mother andthen Mr. Byrd sent her to the 
Whetmore Hospital in New York City, where 
her child was born. When she partially re- 
covered she was removed home. 
SENT TOUSHE ALMS-HOUSE. 

‘*But my parents would not let me into the 
house andl had to go to the alms-house,’’ 
continued the girl with another burst of tears. 

Miss Byrd, during her sad story, repeatedly 
cast appealing» glances at her supposed 
parents, who sat side by side near her. Her 
narrative was so sadand herdespair so evi- 
dent that several of the spectators were 
moved to tears. Byrd then took the stand 
and caused a sensation when he was asked if 
he was the father of Miss Byrd. 

‘*‘No, I’m not,’’ he replied, leoking steadily 
at the crippicd girl, whose face turned ghastly 
pale, while her eyes opened with astonish- 
ment. When the bum of excitement had died 
away Byrd proceeded to explain thatthe young 
woman was only an adopted child. He swore 
in positive terms that he had not assaulted 
her. Before the so-called Miss Byrd had re- 
covered from the stupor of despair into which 
she was thrown, Mrs. Byrd, wife of the up- 
holsterer, took the stand and proceeded 
to support her husband's statement. 
She swore most positively that she had 
never had a child and that she adopted 
the girl fourteen years ago. At the time 
Chariotte changed parents there were no 
questions asked, and Mrs. Byrd did not know 
the child’s real name or any particulars of her 
birth. She said she was sure that her husband 
had not assauited Charlotte. Evidence was 
introduced toshow that Mr. Byrd bore an ex- 
cellent character, and the jury, after an ab- 
sence of a few minutes Came into court with a 
verdict of not guilty. The unfortunate girl, 
who was almost insensible through grief and 
physical anguish, wad carried from the room 
to the wagon which was awaiting her to take 
her back to the Poor-house. Itis not believed 
that she will live long.

IN YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


ADVENTURES OF PHOTOGRAPHER HAYNES 
OF THEWORLD EXPEDITION. 


Mr. Haynes Cuts Loose From Schwatka and 
Pushes Ahead ,Into the Depths of the 
Park—A Daring Descent Into a Deep 
Canyon—Fine Views of the Cataracts— 
Narrow Escape From a Big Avalanche— 
The Artist Finishes His Tour. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, February 19.— The following 
correspondence from Fort Keogh, Mont., 
dated February 10, is published by the WORLD 
to-day. N.J. Haynes, the photographer of 
the WORLD’s Yellowstone Park expedition, 
bas finished his winter tour after encounter- 
ing and surmounting untold difficulties, and 
has returned to civilization. He cut loose 
from Schwatka at the Norris Geyser basin and 
pushed ahead with three guides into @he 
depths of the park. Inthe upper basin Mr. 
Haynes secured negatives of Old Faithful, 
Castle, Grand, Grotto, Splendid and all the 
other famous geysers while in eruption. He 
found in this basin and transferred to 
negatives many beautiful and _  interest- 
ing scenes which only exist in the park 
under a midwinter sun. At the falls he 
found the Grand Cataract bridged by a thick 
sheet of@e at the brink, which hung out sev- 
eral feet beyond the awful precipice, and 
growing longer each day as the spray and 
water were caught and congealed before fall- 
ing. The most marvelous things about the 
falls were the monstrous icicles which hung 
pendant from the icy platform, many of them 
of such size as to weigh a ton or more each. 
The sides of the canyon were trans- 
formed into Icelandic glaciers, and the plat- 
form of ice before mentioned concealed from 
view the mass of water which leaped a cata- 
ract into the chasm below. From Look-Out 
Point a good view of the falls was had, but Mr. 
Haynes, already noted for his daring, de- 
scended to the bottom of the canyon and 
photographed a beautiful arch of ice that had 
formed across the river from the spray of the 
falls. This arch was so strong and firm that 
it bore his weight and from it he obtained the 
photograph of the falls from the bottom of 
the river with 


THE ICY CANOPY 

shading them nearly 400 feet above. It is well 
to note that the descent into the bed of the 
canyon, as described, is a feat beyond the 
power of ordinary mortals. Even in mid- 
summer, when the conditions are favorable, 
no one has ever had the hardihood to attempt 
it, except Mr. Haynes himself. He accom- 
plished the descent last summer from the op- 
posite cliffs with the aid of knotted ropes, 
but this last trip down into the depths eclipses 
the former, and it wag made uruder conditions 
a hundred times more difficult, anc when it 
seemed simply beyond the power of anything 
earthly except winged creatures to accomplish. 
From the falls Haynes and his guides returned 
viathe old Mount Washburn trail, which is 


impossible for wheels or runners at any time 
of the year, and must be madeon horseback 
or afoot in summer, and with the aid of snow 
shoes inthe opposite months. They left the 
falls early in the morning, hoping to reach 
Yance’s cabinthe same day. They took no 
baggage, and carried nothing except the 
ciothing on their persons and two biscuits 
each. They reached the summit of Mount 
Washburn about 2 o’clock in tbe atter- 
noon, an elevation of 10,540 feet, 
and found the frigiditv of the atmosphere 
simply beyond ali conception. The sight from 
this lefty peak, however, repaid them forall 
the troubie, labor and discomforts endured. 
Aithough they had been traveling ina clear, 
sunny atmosphere up to this point, on the op- 
osite side of the mountain they found a 
linding blizzard raging, into which they 
plunged. sut traveling wus simply impos- 
sible, and so they were compelled to step and 
go into camp. With their show shoes they 
scoopei out ahole inthe snow about four 
feet square, in which they kindled a fire 
TO KEEP FROM EREEZING. 
Gradually, the fire melted the snow untila 
giobe shaped hollow was formed, which 
«fforded fair shelter forthem. In this alcove 
of snow they passed thirty hours waiting for 
the blizzard to blow itself out. The next 
morning the storm had subsided and the tem- 
perature had grown a littie milder, but this 
Intter change caused a dense fog to rise, 
which rendered it difficult to catch bearings. 
They traveled all day in the fog, continually 
descending, which made it pretty certain that 
they must be golng inthe right direction, for 
the mountain was behind them, they thought, 
and they could not possibly retrace their 
pee except by travelling upward. After 
making about twenty miles, night again’ 
enveloped them in the mountain, and hungry, 
fatigued and nearly frozen, they scooped out 
another hollow basinin the snow and passed 
the night pretty much, the same asthe pre- 
ceding one. The dawn broke clear and icy, 
but upon going to a neighboring ridge, and 
scanning the surroundings closely, the fact 
was made apparent that notwithstanding all! 
the downward traveling which they thought 
they had accomplished, they were actually 
within a short distance of the spot where 
they had made a camp the night be- 
fore. Without food, weak, tired and 
hupgry, the party broke camp and started 
out, bravely determined to make Yancey’s 
that day atallhazarcs. About 3 o0’clock they 
reached the cabin, and were welcomed as on- 
ly the truth North American mountaineer can 
make a wayfaring traveller welcome. Here 
the four brave men exercised extreme judi- 
clousness in not partaking of foodimmediately, 
but they drank freely of hot black coffee fora 
few bours and then ate heartily of a warm 
supper. Next morning they started for 
MAMMOTH HOT SPRINGS, 

which they reached without further incident, 
exceptthe usual interesting accompaniments 
of snowshoe traveling over monstrous depths 
ofsnow. While wandering around over Mt. 
Washburn, where they spent nearly seyenty- 
five hours, the four explorers experjenced 
many narrow escapes from dangerous’ snow 
slides and canyons drifted perilously deep with 
the flaky substance. One avalanche shot 


picked up huge boulders like so many pebbles 
and allowed nothing in the way of rocks, 
trees or anything else to check it in its 
niad career. An avalanche when it first starts 
from the summit is nothing but a tremendous 


come a partand parcel ofit, and by the time 
the slide reaches the bottom its composite 
parts are something else besides pure, inno- 
centsnow. Haynes and his comrades expe- 
rienced slides of more or less volume every 
few minutes. They were constantly expect- 
ing to be swept into eternity, and itis one of 
the miracles of the day that they escaped from 
the park with their. lives. One snow slide oc- 
curred only afew feet from them, sweeping 
down the mountain side and carry- 
ing everything before it, and the point 
on which they stood actually moved five feet, 
but was resisted by some heavy boulders and 
did not get fully under way. One of the 
guides said he is sure it moved down bill 
about forty inches, and for a second he 
thought all were doomed. His snowshoes 
were resting on the ground onlya yard dis- 
tant, and these the avaianche picked up and 
carried down the mountain nearly a mile. He 
never saw them again. Haynes has finished 
his trip, and is thankful for it. It was a jour- 
ney tull of perils and dangers that can 
scarcely be realized, but like the man with the 
baid head, now that he bas had it, he would 
not part with it for all the world.

A Store and Dwelling at Otsego, Mich., 
Blown up During the Night.

When Lord Lytton made Zanoni say that a 
drop of water was a world within itself, he 
made that hero of romance speak the positive 
truth, whether he meant itornot. But Zanoni 
might have added that some of these diminu- 
tive worlds were more densely populated 
than others, and that the reproduction was 
altogether dependent on the environment.

microscope. The muddy condition of the 
water we are drinking at the present time has 
attracted a more than ordinary amount of at- 
t tion and excited remark on the partof 
more than one man with scientific inclinations. 
With a view of ascertaining the constituents 
of the water that flows in the deep basin of 
the Father of Waters, a reporter of the PoOSsT- 
DISPATCH called to-day on Dr. A. H. Ohmann- 
Dumesnil, Secretary of the St. Louis Socisty 
of Microscopists. When the reporter ex- 

lained the object of his visit, the Doctor re- 
uctantly withdre@ his attention from the ex- 
amination of a newly discovered skin disease, 


a specimen of which he was engaged 
in ‘‘mounting,’’ and proceeded to put 
a specimen of the muddy water 


which the citizens of St. Louis occasionally 
drink to the test of science, Removing a 
small rectangular piece of glasa from beneath 
the barrel of his microscope, he took froma 
small box a similar piece of glass, wiped it 
carefully, placed it under the magnifier to see 
that no organic matter rested upon its surface 
anithen produced another piece of glass, cir- 
cular, about one-half an inch in diameter and 
so thin that it was handled with difficulty. 
The irst piece of glass, technically known ,as 
a ‘‘siide,’’ was placed on the ‘‘stage’’ of the 
microscope and a drop of water taken from 
the hydrant was placed upon it. The glassy 
circular film was delicately placed over the 
drop which, by degrees was flattened out by 
the weight of the glass, slight as it was. 
‘‘This microscope,’’ said the doctor, as he 
adjustedthe screw and brought the barrel to 
beur on the drop of water beneath it, ‘‘mag-

DRAMATIC COBBLERS. 


THE °APPARENT AIM OF THE AVERAGE 
AMERICAN PLAYWRIGHT. 


The Patched-Up Plays That Are Sold to Man. 
agers — Marguerite Fish’s Handicap—A 
New Musical Celebrity Promised—Pass- 
ing Attractions — Announcements for 
Next Week—Gossip About Players and 
Singers—Coulisse Chat. 


One of the most pleasing sights that could 
well be imagined would be the glimpse of a 
real, genuine dramatist. 

He would be a curiosity in this country, and 
should be put on exhibition in a giass case. 
The products whichare run outonthe stage 
as plays from the pens of so-called dramatists 
give no evidence of the fact that any exist. 

They are not dramatists, but dramatic fakirs 
and cobblers, and there is no species of pest 
from which the stage suffers more. 

Good actors and actresses are buried by 
them, talent is turned to naught and the favor 
of the public is changed to-gall. 

There is not a dramatic writer now at work 
who seems to be trying to do more 
than put a play together which will 
be accepted by some manager. There 
appears to be no serious attempt tocreate a 
literary work or to attain genuine excellence 
or lasting reputation. Mere acceptance by 
manager or public is all that is sought, and so 
it happens that miserable truck is dished up 
and served as new and original plays. It is 
notso muchthat thereisno dramatic talent 
as that no one willtake the time to develop it 
or to build a thoroughly fine play. 

Instances of the shallow and hasty work of 
dramatists are everywhere. The landscape is 
dotted with wrecks of clever people who have 
embarked in dramatictrips thrown together 
by penny-a-line playwrights. The demand 
now is for plays and eight-tenths of the stuff 
tried ends in failure. 

Here is Marguerite Fish, aclever girl with 
many elements of success, but handicapped 
by apoor play. Thereisno play about it but 


pure trash, odds and ends, picked 
here and gt strung together | 
and labeled ‘Our Wedding Day.’’ 


The company is not strong, but no company 
could make asuccess of such a piece. Miss 
Fish’s mauager should throw aside this play 
and all others like it until he finds something 
which will not only give her talents a chance, 
but which will give the audience some sort of 
entertainment. 

She is bright, vivacious and has = snap 
and vim with, at the same time, a saucy, 
piquant manner which is captivating, but she 
is carrying too heavy aburden. It is not fair 
to her to be so heavily handicapped.

an Uncommon Standpoint — Interesting 
subjects Discussed.

In the following communication, Mr. Web 
e of the best known merchants 
of St. Louis, discourses upon the railroad 
question from a standpoint not usually taken 
jn such discussions of late.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

A disinterested intelligent stranger visiting 
our city, if bis leisure hours were spent in read 
ing closely our daily papers, would conclude 
that its trade and commerce was laboring un- 


ger some heavy burden and that some mighty 
held itin its unyielding grasp, bent on

percomplete annihilation. It would not be 
jong before he would conclude that this arcb- 


y of St. Louis, that he whose iron grasp 
held its commerce in the last agony of a doubt- 
fujexistence, Was one Jay Gould. Trusting 
golely to this vehicle of information he —— 
no doubt—seeing the whole crowd going = 
way—With ‘*Tray, Blanche and Sweetheart - 
jn hot pursuit’’ soon join the procession an 
unite in the chorus; ‘‘D——n Gould,d——n Jay 
Gould.’’ What other conclusion could one 
reachi— who reads daily the accusations of evils 
and burden under which the city is suffering— 
as chargeable to the management of railroads 
andother interests .controlied by Mr. Gould. 

Ido not underrate the intelligence of the 
people when they are brought to a calm con- 
sideration of important questions, but where 
direct interests are not involved, or issues 
‘fairly stated are not presented, they are apt 
to be led by the superticial and one-sided argu- 
ments which may be most prominently placed 
hefore them. It seems to me that there is a 
misunderstanding, an ignorance on the part 
of the people as to many matters pertaining to 
the railroad interests and managements of Mr. 
Gould, and of his power and influence over 
our trade, which, if fairly stated and calmly 
considered, would resultin the expression of 
a different sentiment from that which is so 
current, and I may add, popular in this city. 
I have been a 4Iittle surprised, too, 
that some of the managers’ of Mr. 
Gould’s interests have not taken the care 
to correct many statements respecting his in- 
terests here whichI know to be unjust and 
untrue, but which, having been told sq often 
and so long, are accepted as facts and actually 
form a basis of much public prejudice. 

1 do not believe that Mr. Gould is an enemy 
of st. Louis, nor that his management of his 
railroad interests in the city and State has 
been a detriment to our prosperity. Whenin 
js) Mr, Gould came to Missouri and looked 
over the State and over the railroads which he 
giterwards purchased, what was their condl- 
tion and what was the condition of our trade? 
The Missouri Pacific had just emerged from 
the hands of a receiver, and, while in fair 
running order from St. Louis to Kansas City, 
tad no other branches or connections 
of consequence in fair condition. The M., K. 
&T. was struggling under areceivership and 
with a road bed little better than a corduroy 
wacon road, and would doubtless soon have 
faiien into the controlof the C., B. & Q.-or 
tock Island, and become an active competitor 
instead of auseful feeder asitnowis. The 
Iron Mountain was struggling for existence 
under obstacles which would have crushed it, 
under any other than the able management 
and subiime confidence of the late Thos. 
Alien, and it is very doubtful whether he 
could have carried it much longer and ht 
vented itsfalling into the control of the Illi- 
nois Central, thus diverting it to direct Chi- 
cago influence. These three roacs were 
the basis upon which he has built up the 
‘‘Great Southwestern System.’’ He passed 
over the country which they traversed, saw 
itis wonderful beauty and fertility, its 
vast and undeveloped capacity of soil and 
mineral and the splendid! opportunity for the 
introduction and grow®h of great and diversi- 
tied industries, and with great good judgment 
he purchased these roacs, some of them for a 
mere song. They bad rested like a load upon 
the shoulders of some of our enterprising citi- 
zens whohad struggled to hold them up and 
quickly sold taem to the first cash buyer who 
came along, and ielt glad to be relieved of the 
burden. The price at which this splendid 
property was sold looks ridiculously low now, 
but so does Granite Mountain, which went a 
begging at$l2 share. What a shame that 
ourown people, who had been the pioneers 
in the early: development of the State and 
who knew its abounding resources, had not 
heldthe key of its commerce in their own 
hands. They had the Fe tage’ $ they. had, 
perhaps, the money, but they id not have 


the courage. Having purchased these roads 
Mr. Gould came into possession of the thor- 
oughfare over which passes nearly half the 
commerce of thiscity. His firat stepin the 
handling of this large Pe. was in the er 
of their permanent etterment, whic 


has to this day been carefully  fol- 
lowed in the way of the best char- 
acter of roliing stock; in construction 
of bridges and roadbed, and in the extension 
ol branch roads into new territory—in a word, 
in the use of everything in the way of waterial 
and improvements which will make them in 
.©very respeet first-class and permanently so. 
He has used the property as one who regarded 
i & sate and legitimate investment. Com- 
lienClug with 285 miles of Missouri Pacific 
Nioad and reaching little beyond the border of 
our state, We now seea system erown to 
hearly 7,000 miles, with direct and unbroken 
lines into Kansas, Nebraska,Colorado, Arkan- 
fas, New Mexico and Texas, and ramifying the 
most productive sections of each of these 
‘tates. In what other direction have the fa- 
Clities been so rapidly extended for the trade 
of our merchants and manufacturers? In what 
other direction, in all the trade lines of the 
city, has the growth of business been 
greater or more remunerative? In the mean- 
tiine—over ali this Southwest—improvement 
hasbeen rapid in the growth of cities, in the 
‘evelopment of agricultural and grazing in- 


tries. Thisis largely and in some sections 
Wholly due to the extension of the railroads of 
thissystem.

A BEAUTIFUL LIFE. \ 


The Story of Wordsworth’s Sister—The Circle 


of the Lake Poets and Their Domestic 
Relations—Memories of Mrs. Words. 
worth—A Book of Pleasant Reading. 


DOROTHY WORDSWORTH. By _Epmv

A biographical record of Miss Wordsworth 


presents peculiar points of interest. from 
several aspects. In the first place she is one 
of those sweet sisters of the world to whose 
influence we owe a large number of our great 
men. Secondly, from some peculiar reason 
not explained, she has missed upto the pres- 
ent time the honor of biographical record, no 
memoir of her life having ever appeared, if 
we except the sketch in the preface to Sharp’s 
**Tour in Scotiand.’’ Thirdly, she is one of 
the sweetest and most interesting women that 
ever deserved a place in history, and has been 
immortalized forever by the frequent refer- 
ences to her in some of the finest verses of the 
**Poet of the Lakes.’’ 


It has often been remarked that, owing to the 


eccentricities or yices so often foundin men 
of genius, their wives seldom lead happy 
lives. A thousand cases can be adduced in 
proof of this theory, and it has become a re- 
ceived axiom that ‘‘the wives of men of genius 
bear the cross while their husbands wear the 
crown.’’ Wordsworth was a happy excep- 
tion. Boththe women with whom he lived 
were flowers in the path over which he 
marched to greatness. His wife, of whom 
more will be said later, although by no means 
a genius, or remarkable for any talent, except 
the power of making home happy, was the 
author of two of the sweetest and most 
thoughtful lines in ‘‘The Daffodil,’’ avery 
jewel, sparkling inthe diadem of brightness 
that surrounds that most lovely poem. Who 
does not remember the opening lines? 


‘*I wandered lonely as a cloud 
That floats on high o’er vale and hills, 
When all at once I saw acrowd, 
A host of goiden daffodils.’’ 
Then the concluding verse: 
‘*For oft when on my couch I life, 
In vacant or in pensive mood, 
They flash upon that inward eye, 
Which is the bliss of solitude, 
And then my heart with pleasure fills 
And dances with the daffouils.’’ 
The lines italicised were suggested by Mrs. 


Wordsworth. 


That the poet deeply loved and reverenced 


his wife, whom he had Known from childhood, 
is readily seen from many of the allusions to 
her in his poems. Of these we shail have 
more to say later. That she was happy is evi- 
dent from passages in the works of De Quincey, 
Coleridge and other intimate literary friends 
of the family, as well as from the diary of 
Miss Wordsworth, who has much to say upon 
the subject. But she never took quite the | 
Place in his life that his sister had done and 
continued to do until her death. 


Dorothy Wordsworth was the friend ot his 


childhood, and the close companion of that 
delightful period in the life of genius, when 
the bud is slowly opening into the flower and 
the flower ripening to the perfect fruit. Al- 
though separated for many years in youth,the 
poet and his sister spent their infancy and 
early childhood in one home, a fact to which 
the poet refers again and again in his writings. 
These allusions remind us of those exquisitely 
touching lines by George Eliot: 

‘‘Oh, were another childhood’s world my 


share, 


I would be born a little sister there.’’ 


Lovely and pleasant in their lives as were 


Charles and Mary Lamb, they .could not ex- 
ceedin simplicity of life and fraternal affec- 
tion the lifelong intercourse between ‘*Dolly’’ 
and her gifted brother. Even their long 
separation, which commenced when Dor- 
othea was but 6 years old, and lasted sixteen 
years, could not dim the affection destined to 
be lifelong, nor lessen the sweet sister’s in- 
fluence over her brother’s heart. In 1794or 
thereabouts, Wordsworth inherited a small 
legacy with which he purchased a cottage at 
Grassmere. ‘‘We thus find Miss Wordsworth 
keeping house with her brother, who, havink 
atiength determined upon his course of life, 
settied quietly down to literature and poesy. 
From this time forth, amid all the changes of 
fortune and condition, the brother and sister 
were close and lifelong companions.’’ 


The allusions to Dorothea in Wordsworth

And bring no book, for this one day 
We'll give to idleness.’’ 


But the poet’s writings are full of his sister 


—‘‘*She whom now I have, who now 
Divides with me that loved abode, was there, 
Or not far off. Where’er my cetey 


Her.voice.was like-a hidden bird.thas sang; 


The thought of her was like a flash of light 

Or an unseen companionship, a breath 

Of fragrance, independent of the wind.’’ 

Dorothy Wordsworth was, however, by no 
means without literary talent herself. Her 
journal from beginning to end is written in 
the most beautiful English. Her writings ‘‘are 
Wordsworth in prose justas his are Dora in 
poetry.’’ She possessed an intensely sympa- 
thetic and poetic nature, and the description 
of the daffodils in her journal is as full of 
poetry as her brother’s more rhythmic ac- 
count. She herself wrote several poems in- 
cluding the well-known ‘‘Cottager to Her In- 
fant’’ which though brief is exquisite in its 
poetic beauty. Her poems were almost in- 
variably either about children or addressed to 
them. An address to achild during a boister- 
ous winter evening commencing: 

‘*‘Which way does the wind come? What 
way does be go?’’ 

has been described by Charles Lamb as 

‘*masterly.’’ 

In the year 1802, Wordsworth was married. 
We do not hear that his sister felt any jeal- 
ousy at being deprived of the sole place in her 
brother’s heartand home which she had oc- 
cupied so long. Probably so sweet a nature 
as hers was incapable of jealousy, but she does 
not seem to have felt any pain at sharing her 
brother’s affections with another. What she 
had been to her brother single, so she became 
to her brother and his wife and also to their 
children. ‘‘With interests so inseparable the 
happiness of one was that of the other.’’ Mrs. 
Wordsworth was the well-known Mary 
Hutchinson, cousin of the bridegroom. She 
is described as a lady whom ‘‘it would be pre- 
sumption even to pruise.’’ The pair had, in 
childhood, attended the same dame’s ‘school; 
they had strong sympathies in common with, 
atthe same time, much of that contrast of 
temperament which in married life renders 
one the complement of the other. Every one 
who has ever read anything will remember 
the exquisite picture of Mrs. Wordsworth 
written after the experience of two years of 
married life: 


‘*She was a phantom of delight, 

When first she gleamed upon my sight. 
= * * * « o * ° * . 

A creature not too brightor good 

For human nature’s daily food. 


In transient sorrows, simple wiles, 
Praise, blame, love, kisses, tears and 
siniles.’’ 


And then the conclusion: 


**A perfect woman nobly planned, 
To warn, to comfort and command; 
And yet a spirit still and bright, 
With something of angelic light.’’ 


De Quincey, in asomewhat vicious account 
of her, remarks that ‘ ‘her words were few. In- 
deed she talked so littlethat Mr. Slave-trade 
Clarkson used to allege against her that she 
could only say, ‘Godbless you,’ Our author 
adds, talking was ceffainly not her element; 
to feeland to enjoy in a luxurious repose of 
mind—there was her forte and her peculiar 
privilege; and how much better this was 


, adapted to her husband’s taste, how much 


more calculated to uphold the comfort of his 
daily life than a blue-stocking loquacity or 
even a legitimate talent for discussion, may be 
inferred from his verses beginning: 


‘*‘She was a phantom of delight 
When first she gleamed upon my sight.’’ 


Now, curious to relate,Mrs. Wordsworth was 


figure was tolerabiy good and her complexion 
fair, but there was ‘‘something peculiarly 
pleasing in her animated expression of health, 
a blessing which in fact she possessed uain- 
terruptediy.’’ Her eyes, the reader may al- 
ready know, were 


‘‘Like stars of twilight fair 
Like twilight too her dark brown hafir.’’ 


‘*Yet strange it is to tell that in these eyes of 
vesper gentieness there was considerable 
obliquity of vision and much beyond that 
slight obliquity which is often supposed to be 
an attractive foible in the countenance; this 
ought to bhaye been displeasing or repulsive, 
yet, in fact, it was not. Indeed all faults, had 
they been ten times more anG greater, would 
have been neutralized by that supreme ex- 
pression of her features, to the unity of which 
every lincament inthe fixed parts, and every 
undulation in the moving parts of our coun- 
tenance, concurred, viz., a sunny benignity, 
aradiant graciousness—such as in this worid 
I never saw surpassed.’’ 

Such ts De Quincey’s opinion. 

It will be observed that he particularly men- 
tions that Mre. Wordsworth’s graciousness of 
presence was such as ‘‘in this world he had 
never seen surpassed.’’ He does notmention 
what he had seen in other worlds, but he 
probably refers to those imaginary spheres he 
visited during nis opium trances. 

De Quincey, Coleridge, Charles and Mary 
Lamb were .the circle of intimate friends, 


| most affected by the Wordsworths. Coleridge, 


indeed, accompanied them during the first 
fortnight of the memorable tour in Scotland. 
Ot the daily incidents of this journey Missa 
Wordsworth kept a minute journal. This 
journal was published in 1874 under the able 
editorship of Principal Sharp of St. Andrews, 
and the work rapidly passed through several 
editions. Although not intended as a literary 


production and written only for the perusal 


and information of friends, the style is not 
only pleasing but elegant. The editor in his 
preface says of itthat Le does not remember 
any other book ‘‘more capable of training 
heart and eye to look with profit on the face 
of nature, as it manifests itself in oar northern 
land.’’ 

The last twenty years of Miss Wordsworth’s 
life were shadowed by affliction. It was about 
the year 1826 that her splendid physical ener- 
gies began to show signs of decay. In 1829 she 
was seized with a severe illness which 80 pros- 
trated her body and mind that she never re- 
covered from the effects. In 1832 she was 
seized with a second attack, complicated with 
severe inflamiwation of the brain, which kept 
her for many months in a state of great pros- 
tratioh and left her, when the physical symp- 
toms abated, with her inteHect painfully im- 
paired and her bright nature permanently 
overciouded. 

There is much that is interesting in this well- 
written work which we have neither time nor 
space to discuss. It is a perfect romance from 
real life, the chief characters being the poet, 
his wife and sister. The side-lights thrown on 
the lives of various literary men and women 
of the day add to the pleasure with which this 
delightful littie volume will be received. It is 
in all respects what such a book should be: 
well written, in a flowing and graceful style; 
sufficiently condensed, yet no important mat- 
ter omitted, and bears the marks of authen- 
ticity within itseif. We cordially recommend 
it to all readers of intelligenco.

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‘WORLD OF SPORTS. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS-KANSAS CITY FIGHT IN 
THE NATIONAB LEAGUE. 


The Nine-Club Problem to Be Solved Mon- 
day—Two Coming Champions of the 
World — Among the Athletes—Bowling 
and Billiard News—Sporting and Base 
Ball Gossip. 


The result of the meeting at the Monongahela 
House, Pittsburg, Monday, will be watched 
with no little interest. The representatives of 
the Kansas City Club and the Indianapolis syn- 
dicate, whose application fora franchise is on 
file with the League, will go to the Smoky City 
primed for war, and the fight will be hot all 
along the line. When the announcement of 
the sale of the St. Louis Maroons, Denny, 
Glasscock and all, to Kansas City was first 
made, the Post-DISPATCH Wa&s the first 
to doubt that it had been com- 
pleted, and to urge the probability 
of the Hoosier city being admitted 
as the eighth club in the League. Grave rea- 
sons for that doubt have since been brought 
out, and the further fact that President Day of 
New York, who is also a member of the Com- 
mittee on Apportionment,and whose vote was 
the only thing needed to complete the dicker, 
has positively refused to give that vote, is as 
substantial proof as could be desired that the 
League men will spoil the hopes of the cow- 
boys if such athing is possible. Mr. Menges, 
who, although but Secretary of the club, con- 
trols the majority of the stock, has the most 
powerful reasons in the world for desiring a 
club in Kansas City, and these explain his 
manifest enthusiasm in the matter. He will 
make a strong fight, but he is not warranted 
in entertaining equally as strong hope. Indi- 
anapolis, on the contrary has every- 
thing in its favor, enthusiasm, favorable lo- 
cation, and last, though not least, money 
and the good willof the League. The oldest 
heads in the business are aunit in the belief 
that the League will not lose the opportunity 
it now has of killing the two proverbial bipeds 
with the one historical stone by throwing 
Kansas City out and taking Indianapolis in 
instead of carrying over the heavy ioad until 
next year.

— favorite with Louisville audiences, and 
is release to Cincinnati created much indig- 
nation among the local enthusiasts on the 
national pastime. A ‘‘crank’’ thus criticised 
the release: ‘*The release ot Syivester will be 
bitterly complained against. The Louisville 
club never had a better flelder 
and few that equalledhim. I never 
knew a man to grow s0 popular 
in so short a time. The reason, I believe, is be- 
cause he tries to do his best, and neyer cuts 
monkey shines for the grand stana.’’ He re. 
mained with the Red Stockings until President 
Von der Ahe made the arrangements which 
ended in his transfer to the ranks of the 
world’s champions. Sylvester is 28 years of 
age, is 5 feet 8 incties in hei ht, 
and weighs 165 pounds when he feels like p ay- 
ing ball. ‘Asa base runner he is speedy, dar- 
ing and shows he hasa head. As a fielder he 
uses good judgment, covers ground well and 
is a generally reliable man, He made the 
 oepe gt carat ofhisiifein a game with the 
ets at Staten Island July 19 last, when he 
pulled down a field fence fly from the bat of 
the redoubtable Orr. The feat was greeted 
witha storm of applause from the audience. 
Schulze’s professional experience, while not 
as broad, perhaps, as that of Sylvester, is still 
vast — to warrant him an impartial trial 
on a clu composed of first-class men. 
Schulze’s first bail-playing of note was done 
asfarback as 1580, with a St. Louis amateur 
club, which filled dates with other amateurs 


in and around this city. The name of the 
club was the Stars, and John acted in the 
capacity of its captain, guarding the first poe 
at the same time. A the time 
that Schulze was captaining the 
Stars, no less important a personage 
than ‘‘Kid’’ Baldwin was helping its members 
to win victories by his services behind the 
bat.

In the beginning of last season 
he joined the Advance Club and played but 
one game withthem. It was at Edwardsville 
with the local club there and was won by the 
Advanceteam. So great was the impression 
he made that the Edwardsville Club imme- 
diately appropriated him, and he was then 
back-stop for the balance of the season. 
Schulze caught twenty-three consecutive 
ames, out of which eighteen were victories 
orhisclub. Among the strong teams over 
which he helped in great measure to triumph 
were the Mt. Olives, Collinsvilles, Altons, Ad- 
vances, Rescues, Charter Oaks and Peach 
Pies. e went to Little Rock and helped 
shut out the local team 8 to 06 In 
twenty-two games he had but nine errors, 
with a fielding average of .971. He stood 
second in batting. He caught two of the big 
Western pitchers, Wiegraffe and Dooms. He 
throws well to bases and stands behind the 
bat in a position similar to that of Bushong. 
Schulze is a native St. Louisan, will be 21 years 
of age on April4. He is 5 feet 10/2 inches high 
and weighs 142 pounds.

A New Clock That Beats All Other Clocks 


From the St. James’ Gazette. 

Another great clock has been added to 
the horological wonders of the world—a 
piece of mechanism that will vie with the 
elaborate marvel of Strasburg Cathedral, 
and put the processional curiosity of 
Berne Tower into the shade. The Iatest 
effort of the renowned Christian Martin of 


Villingen, in the Black Forest, is said, in 


its way, to surpass anything of the kind 
yet attempted. It is three anda half 
metres high, two and _ three-quarters 
broad, and shows the seconds, minutes, 
quarter hours, hours, days, weeks,months, 
the four seasons, the years and leap years 
until the lastsound of the year 99, 999 of 
the Christian era. 

Moreover, it tells on its face the cor- 
rect time for various latitudes, together 
with the phases of the moon and a variety 
of useful information generally confined 
to the pages of an almanac. 

It also contains a vast number of work- 
ing figures, representing the life of man, 
the creed of Christendom, and theancient 
Pagan and Teutonic mythologies. Sixty 
sepurate and individualized statuettes 
strike the sixty minutes. Death is repre- 
sented asin Holbein’s famous dance, in 
the form of a skeleton. In another part 
appear the Twelve Apostles, the Seven 
Ages of Man, modelled after the descrip- 
tion of Shakspeare, the four seasons, 
the twelve signs of the zodiac, and so on. 

During the night time a watchman 
sallies forth, and blows the hour upon his 
horn; while at sunrisechanticleer appears 
and crows lustily. The cuckoo also calls; 
but only once a year—on the first dav in 
spring. Besides the figures there is a 
Wiole series of movable figuresin enamel 
exhibiting in succession the seven days o 
Creation and the fourteen Stations of the 
ross. Ata certain hour a little sacristan 
rings a bell in the spire, and kneels down 
and folds his hands, as if in prayer; and, 
above all, the musical works are said to 
have a sweet and delicious flutelike tone.

The Great Meerschaum Center of Germany. 
From the London Times, 

Ruhla, a mountain village of Thuringia, 
is the center of the pipe manufacture of 
Germapy. Like Sheffield, it was famous 
in the Middle Ages for itsarms and ar- 
mour and at a_ subsequent period 
for its knives. When the use of 
tobacco became common in Eu- 
rope it turned its attention to iron smok- 
me pipes. 

ner me however, beginning in the 
seventeenth century, meerschaum and 
wood were adopted as more suitable ma- 
terials to work upon. The first meer- 
schaum pipe was carved in the early part 
of the Thirty Years’ War, and Wallen- 
stein is said to have boughtit. The true 
clay isto be procured only at Eski-Scher 
in Asia Minor, where there are large de- 
posits, and whence it is sent direct to the 
manufactories at Rubla, of which there 
are at present forty, employing almost the 
whole population of the district. 

The number of pipes and other articles 
dear to smokers turned out is enormous, 
the yearly average being 540,000 real 
meerschaums, varying 1n price from 3d to 
£12 apiece; 500,000 imitation meerschaums 
at from 1s to £1 the dozen; 9,600,000 por- 
celain pipe bowls, either plain white or 
gayly painted, rising in price from 4d to 
10s the dozen; 5,000,000 wooden pipes of 
infinite variety in size, form, ornamenta- 
tion and price, the common kinds being 
extremely cheap and those artistical] 
carved fetching a comparatively hig 
price; 3,000,000 bowls of clay or lava, plain 
at about 3d, or better kinds at 3s the

There are five qualities of meerschaum 
used inthe making of pipes; the best is 
known by its facile absorption of the 
nicotine juice of tobacco, which gradually 
develops into a rich brown blush upon the 
surface, and when this process is well ad- 
vanced the pipe becomes almost invul- 
nerable without being hard. A specimen 


of this kind sold at Vienna for £50 - 
though it was not highly carved. _
